*ill surmount a huge arch, the Arch of the Mftiftg Sun, larger than the Aro de Triomphe; upon the w est of th 
court the story of the setting sun will be depicted; surm ounting the arch upon the w est prairie schooners and til 
urns of pioneers who pushed across the western plains will be shown. 


Court of Four Seasons, 
From the Court of Sun and Stars 
tho visitor in passing to the w est will 
come to the superb Court 
of Four 
Seasons, of which Mr. Henry Bacon, 
creator of the Lincoln Memorial, Is 
tho architect. 
In its theme this court 
will typify the conquest of nature by 
mankind. 
In the center of the court 
will be a great grouping of statuary 
In which Ceres, Goddess of Agricul­ 
ture. will be shown dispensing the 
bounties of nature. 
In each of the 
four corners of this court will be cut 
groat niches into the encircling ex­ 
hibit palaces. 
In each of the four 
niches will he four great mural paint­ 
ings suggesting the seasons, spring, 
summer, autumn and 
winter;

To Be Effective the Air Must Not Only 
Be Fresh, but Pure. 
Writing in the Medical Times. Dr. 
Dutton says that the medical profes­ 
sion for some years past has been car­ 
ried away by the open air fad for the 
treatment of tuberculosis aud fresh 
air has beeu regarded as a cure-all. He 
says it is important to distinguish be­ 
tween p u r e air and fresh air. Outside 
air is fresh air, but not very generally 
is it pure a i r except In tho country or 
at sea. 
Bure air contains the ozone whit Ii is 
the vitalizing principle of fresh air 
and Is free from particles of dust. 
Fresh air i.s not only likely to be dust 
laden, but it is cold and often impreg­ 
nated with moisture. To a person hi 
g .od health the cold, wet, dust laden 
air is not a menace unless Indeed it 
carries germs. To one suffering from 
tuberculosis, however, the case is very 
different 
Tho trouble with tubercular and oth- 
er anaemic patients is their inability to 
create heat. They require air that is 
not only pure, but warm. To expose 
them to cold, damp air night and day 
is unkind an i cruel without nny bene­ 
fit. 
The 
problem 
for 
medical 
men 
treating tubercular patients is to pro­ 
vide them with warm, dry, pure air 
and to expose them as much as pos­ 
s ib le to the rays of the sun.

and uneasy, gulls being the chief silt 
ferers 
And when the line of a pigeon race 
lies over or near a w ireless station it 
has been noticed that an unusual aum 
ber of birds fall to find their way 
home. 
The wireless w aves In the air 
seem to interfere with the sense of 
direction. 
The cause has not been definitely 
settled, but there Is no doubt that birds 
and animals both ore far more sensi­ 
tive to mysterious vlbratlons of the air 
than human beings are.

Rear Admiral Victor Blue, chief of the 
bureau o f navigation, declares that the 
officers and men now in the n a ^ are 
insufficient in number to man all the 
American fighting ships in the event 
of a war with a foreign power. 
Secretary Daniels recommends the 
authorization by the present congress 
of the construction of two Dread­ 
noughts. eight destroyers and three 
submarines. 
Mr. Daniels says that we uow have 
under construction six battleships of 
the largest and most approved type 
and adds: 
“With the authorization of two of 
the largest battleships ever construct­ 
ed, before the close of the present ad­ 
ministration the United States will 
have enough ships to have always a 
creditable and capable fleet in both the 
Pacific and the Atlantic oceans.
